1906, Known as the 
employers’ lHabllity law, making rail- 
roads and other common carriers re- 
sponsible (to employes in accidents due 
to the negligence of fellow-servants or 
to ineffective appliances. 

The decisions of the lower courts were 
affirmed. 

Three Cases Cousidered. 

There were two cases before the court 
involving the validity of the law. one of 
the widow of Will Howard, a locomotive 
fireman, who was killed in an accident 
on the Illinois Central road near Mem- 
phis, and the other that of the mother 
of Morris S. Brooks, a fireman who was 
killed on the Southern Pacific road in 
Nevada. The Howard case was tried in 
the United States Circuit Court for the 
Western District of Tennessee, with 
Judge McCall presiding, and the Brooks 
case in the United States Circuit Court 
for the Western District of Kentucky, 
with Judge Walter Evans on the bench. 

In the former case damages amount- 
ing to $25,000 were demanded, while jin 
the latter the sum was fixed at $20,000 

The railroads fought both cases stren- 
uously, both in the trial caurts and the 
Supreme Court, and in each case ob- 
tained a verdict against the complain- 
ants on the ground of the unconstitu- 
tionality of the law. 

President Roosevelt Proposed the Ast. 

Judge Evans and Judge McCall both 
held the law to be invalid on the double 
ground that a congressional enactment 
could not’be made applicable to inier- 
state commerce, as they sald was under- 
taken in this law and that protection 
from accidents in interstate commefce 
could not be construed as any part of 
“commerce” of any kind. 

Both the Kentucky and Tennessee de- 
cisions were affirmed by Justice White's 
opinion on the ground that the law. is 
not confined to the regulation of the 
business of interstate carriers, but un- 
dertakes to regulate their dealings with 
their employes. 

Decision Hard to Reach 
While Justice White was chosed to 
announce the Court's decision there were 
comparatively few of his colleagues who 
agreed with him as to the argument by 
which he reached his conclusion, and the 
result was reached with difficulty. 
The Chief Justice, Mr. Fuller,; Justice 
Brewer and Justice Peckham, joined 
with Justice White in the result arrived 
at, but they did net follow him in his 
assertion of the power of Congress to 
regulate between master and servant. 
Justice Day concurred in the decision. 
Justice Moody dissented entirely, hold- 
ing that the law is constitutional on all 
points. He expressed the opinion that 
Congress had the general power to pass 
the act and the Court’s position was an 
interference with the domain of the leg- 
islative branch of the Government.

The President last night made publie 
a letter to the Secretary of the Navy 
in Which he that the resignation 
of Admiral Brownson ‘‘unseem- 
ly,.dmproper and childish,’ and was the 
result of ‘“‘personal pique, wounded van- 
ity and disloyalty to the interests of 
the service.”’ ife admits there is room 
a difference of opinion on the sub- 
ject in dispute; but he adds, in effect, 
that the Admiral nrade a huge mistake 
by holding this different opinion, since 
the first duty of a naval officer is to 
obey the orders of his superiors. He 
thinks Admiral Brownson showed his 
disloyalty the choosing to 
resign rather than out these 

orders. 

Then the President asks a report from 
the Secretary of Navy, particularly from 
Admiral Converse, who was until last 
April head of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, and for whom the President ex- 
presses a high regard. The report of 
Admiral Converse will not only be a de- 
fenge of the present naval construction, 
but will name all of the officers who 
deserve “a severe rebuke,’’ unless the 
President decides that this information 
be put in a separate report.

NSUS SYSTEM 
UNE UF “SPOILS 
SAYS. RUUSEVELI 
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President Urges Civil Service 
in Selecting the Em- 
ployes. 








WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—In a message 
to the House of Representatives today, 
President Roosevelt urged that, in pre- 
paring for the work of taking the next 
census, the four thousand or more addi- 
tional employes needed be appointed 
only after competitive examination un- 
der the rules of Civil Service Commis- 
sion. He strongly denounced the ‘“‘pat- 
ronage system’’ of making the appoint- 
ments, saying that the Civil Service 
Commission is fully capable of securing 
an efficient force. 

“Examinations Only a Cloak.” 

The non-competitive examinations used 
in selecting the force at Washington of 
the last two censuses, the President 
said, served only as ‘‘a cloak to hide the 
nakedness of the spoils system.’”’ Such 
examinations, he declared, were useless 
as checks upon patronage appointments. 

‘"They prevent,” he said, *‘the most in- 
competent from being appointed, but 
they do not secure the appointment of 
the most competent and they afford no 
check upon political appointment.’’ 

The President declared that the great 
majority of the clerical employes of the 
last two cersuses were far below the 
average ability. 

“The taint of the spoils system,’ he 
said, ‘‘will not merely hamper and de- 
lay the economical and efficient taking 
of the census, but will impair, the belief 
of the public in its honesty.” 


DECISION MAY AFFECT 
STANDARD’S $29,000,000 FINE 


Oil Company Wants to Test Le- 
gality of Proceedings Under 
Elkins Act. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—The attorneys 
for the Standard Oil today asked 
permission in the Supreme Court of the 
United States to file a brief in the case 
of the Great Northern Railroad, being 
argued this afternoon before that tribu- 
nal, testing the legality of the proceed- 
ings under the Elkins act, which were 
begun after the Hepburn railroad rate 

law was passed. 

The Standard holds that the famous 
$29,000,000 fine of Judge Landis will be af- 
fected by the decision. The Standard’s 
attorneys expect to apply to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, which is reviewing the 
fine, to certify the case immediately to 
the Supreme Court.

I took the official party head- 
quarters away from there. Now they’re 
trying to humiliate me. They had no 
right to fire me and they only did it 
Zor one reason. That was so they could 
get the newspapers to print that I was 
expelled and humiliated.

They said they had accepted her as- 
sertions that she was Katherine Stuy- 
vesant of the Knickerbocker family of 
that name, and that she married John 
Van Ness Roberts, whom she described 
as a “Harvard man of iigh family.” 
Louise Vermeule disappeared from pub- 
lic view following her trial in 1899 on 
charges of forgery, and a few months 
later Mrs. John Van Ness Koberts ap- 
peared as a claimant for social recog-' 
nition. 

Plans for the funeral were stopped 
yesterday by Col. Haire, who instructed 
Mrs. Roberts’ friends that the burial 
must not take place until officials of the 
Union Trust Co. of Philadelphia, which 
is trustee for a small estate in the wom- 
an entrusted, express themselves as sat- 
isfied with the identification. After re- 
ceiving a pledge from Col. Haire that 
their names would be kept secret, sev- 
eral persons well known in New York 
society viewed the body yesterday. Col. 
Haire is said today to have made posi- 
tive the identification of the woman as 
Louise Vermeule. 

It has been established beyond con- 
troversy that the woman enjoyed high 
social position as Mrs. John Van Ness 
Roberts. Men of world-wide prominence 
accépted her hospitality in the apart- 
ment at 227 Riverside drive, where she 
died from strychnine poisoning on Fri- 
day. There was consternation in the 
homes of many socially powerful fami- 
lies when it was learned that seemingly 
convincing proof pointed to the woman’s 
identity as Louise Vermeule.

Bring Him Back, At- 
tempts Suicide. 


Because he could not persuade his 
wife to eat rare hamburger steak for 
breakfast, Policeman Sam McConnell 
of the Angelica Street Station separated 
from her. Then she tried to end her 
life by drinking permanganate of potas- 
sium Friday morning after he had re- 
fused to return te her.

She is 21 years old, hav- 
ingy been married when she was 14, and 
he is 27. McConnell is stalwart, being 
6 feet tall and weighing almost 200 
pounds, while his wife is small and pret- 
ty.

For six mcnths he has been a night 
policeman, 

The trouble in the McConnell family 
started Thursday morning, according to 
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Mrs. McConnell, when her husband in- 
sisted upon her eating a piece of ham- 
burger steak which was not cooked to 
her taste. She insisted upon eating some 
of the coffee cake which was on the ta- 
ble. Whenever she picked up a piece 
of the coffee cake he knocked it out 
of her hand, she said, and then insisted 
that she pick it up and eat it. As the 
family dog had been nosing it, mean- 
time, Mrs. McConnell refused. McCon- 
nell then picked her up with both hands 
arounu her neck, she says, and holding 
her against a door requested her to 
‘*holler.”” When. she refused he picked 
up his helmet in a huff and left the 
house. 

All day she waited for him to return 
and when he did not she went to the 
police station to request him to come 
home. He curtly told her he would not, 
but asked her to tell her troubles to the 
Captain, she says. 

She became despondent and thought 
she “might as well kill herself.”” Thea

NEW POWER, INVENTED BY 
MAXIM, TO DOUBLE SPEED 
OF ALL OCEAN VESSELS 


Drives Torepdo Boat 60 Miles an 
Hour; Present Maximum 
Rate Is 35. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—A new motive 
power known as “motorite,”’ which is 
expected to revolutionize torpedoes and 
torpedo boats and possibly in the fu- 
ture replace steam as a motive power 
for ocean-going vessels, has been in- 
vented, it {s announced, by Hudson 
Maxim, the well known scientist. It is 
said that Mr. Maxim has already made 
extensive tests with mode's of torpce- 
does and torpedo boats and has notified 
the Government of his invention. 

“Motorite”’’ is said to be a combira- 
tion of certain powerful explosives and 
by means of it torpedoes and torpedo 
boats are propelied through the water 
at great speed. Mr. Maxim says that 
an ordinary sized torpedo can be sert 
through the water at a speed of. 60 
miles an hour, while the best of the 
present gasoline-driven projectiles do 
not travel faster than 35 miles an hour.

runs the better. 
_-Jf a man seeking life insurance can secure a 
policy for ten years at the same price as that 
charged for five years he will undeniably accept 
and insist upon the ten-year contract. 

No property owner in the market for fire in- 
surance will reject a contract covering ten years 
in favor of one running only five years in the 
game company, the cost being the same. 

Why does not this principle of common sense 
apply also to street paving in St. Louis? 

The Post-Dispatch asked this question of the 
various members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements who deliberately reduced the guar- 
anty of_bitplithic and asphalt pavements from 
ten ean years, and such of them as make 
answer at all avow an interest in the welfare of 
the contractors which, we are sorry to say, can- 
mot be reconciled with any conception of public 
duty or official accountability with which we are 
acquainted. 

Three members of the Board agree in the asser- 
tion that a ten years guaranty is unreasonable; 
they agree in saying that when a contractor is 
forced to guarantee his work for so long a period 
he is figuring on an uncertainty; they agree in the 
declaration that surety companies look with dis- 
favor upon long contracts, and they are agreed in 
the conclusiov. that short term guaranties are 
more valuable than those which run for long 
periods.- ‘ve other meMbers are silent. 

Manaide-ing the fact that responsible paving 
(~ a nies wil) guarantee their work if com- 
pelled to do so and that it is not difficult to find 
surety companies that are perfectly solvent, what 
a pity it is that all of the members of the Board 
did_not hold their tongues! 

In these days of insurance practically every- 
thing can be soundly guaranteed. We insure 
against death, accident, fire, explosion, cyclones, 
dishonesty, illness, idleness, burglary, broken 
glass, carelessness, loss, flood, lightning, crop 
failure and famine. The universal rule in private 
life is to carry all the insurance that can bé had 
for a given sum. Insurance is never rejected, 
everything else being equal, through any consid- 
eration for the sensibilities or the pocketbooks 
of the people who have insurance to sell. 

“The St. Louis Board of Public Improvements, 
therefore, stands alone in its willingness to get 
along with less when at the same charge it might 
have had more.

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JOHNSON OF MINNESOTA. 

John A. Johnson, Governor of Minnesota, talks 
like a Democrat. He will seek the presidential 
nomination at Denver as a Democrat. 

The formal announcement of Gov. Johnson's 
candidacy suggests the fact, too often ignored 
nowadays, that what is known as the Democratic 
party is in truth two parties. Under that name 
we have Democrats and Populists, with principles, 
sc far as they have any, which are violently 
antagonistic. 

In 1892 the Populist party polled more than 
1,000,000 votes, mostly in the strong Republican 
States of the far West. In 1896 there was a sort 
of fusion between Populists and Democrats, the 
Populists furnishing the principles and candidates 
and the Democrats supplying the name, the or- 
ganization and most of the votes. 

As a political experiment it was not a success. 
The two parties did ‘not coalesce. They gained 
many Populist and Republican votes, but they 
lost many more Democratic and independent 
votes. They were overwhelmingly defeated. 

It is not disparagement, it is the truth, to say 
of Mr. Bryan that he never has impressed him- 
self.upon the country as a Democrat. It is a 
fact that in his earliest political activities he 
called himself a Democrat, but his affiliations 
and principles were populistic. He never made 
a straight out Democratic fight in his life. If 
he had been a true Democrat he could not have 
been nominated at Chicago in 1896, where free 
silver Republicans and Populists had more to say 
ebout the proceedings than Democrats did. 

Populists have a right to their principles and so 
have Democrats, but if they find after repeatad 
trials that the two parties are naturally hostile 
and irreconcilable what good purpose is to be 
served by a continuing fusion? 

Most of the time for twelve years past Popu- 
lism has furnished so-called Democrats with prin- 
ciples. Populism has repudiated Democratic tariff 
reform, Democratic sound money, Democratic hos- 
tility to centralization, Democratic abhorrence of 
increased governmental activities, Democratic an- 
tipathy to sumptuary laws and Democratic aver- 
sion to radical socialistic innovations and tyr- 
anny. 

Populism, a mere up-start in politics and ob- 
viously ephemeral, has flouted or ignored Demo- 
cratic history and traditions. 
session of the Democratic name and organization 
at a time when there was a Democratic adminis- 
tration at Washington and by a vote of three to 
one it refused a perfunctory indorsement. 

With a Populist as a candidate of this strangely 
actuated party a million or more of Democrats 
oppose it. With a Democrat as a candidate on 
a Democratic platform a million or more of 
Populists and Socialists may be expected to oppose 
it: Oil and water will not mix. 

No matter what timid and shifty politicians 
may say or do, the rank and file of these two 
warring organizations cannot be welded into a 
progressive and triumphant party. If by chance 
they should elect a President and carry both 
houses of Congress they could not agree upon a 
single fundamental principle.

In power, their 
quarrels would be fiercer than ever. 

Democrats and Populists are going in different 
directions, if they only knew it. Even those 
who are nominally in accord now in their hostil- 
ity to Republicans would find, if confronted with 
responsibility for government: that they viewed 
every important question i wong eyes and 
conflicting purposes. Neither principle, nor tra- 
dition, nor sentiment would hold them together, 
for their political inspirations take root in alien 
soils. “ 

It is evident from his interview with the rep- 
resentative of the Post-Dispatch and the World, 
that Gov.

Celluloid was never intended for pipe gtema. - 
If meerschaum is preferred for the bowl, be certain it is not pressed meer 
schaum, which is little better than china. Briar must not be too soft, as 
that sort never seasons. 

Tobacco that “bites’’ never gives comfort and Is in the end expensive with- 
out counting the indigestion remedies it necessitates. Cut plug or “treated” to- 
baccos do not “bite’’ nor produce undue flow of the needed saliva. . 

The man who smokes alone is free te use tobacco or pipe of a strength er 
odor that suits him, but he who smokes where others congregate, owes it te 
his fellow man to look to both. A good plan is to ask some friendly enough 
friend to answer without prejudice, if the fumes are comfortable. One man I 
know, who does not smoke, keeps a jar of tobacco In his room to supply his 
friends who come there to smoke and chat and so saves himself from unwel- 
come fumes.

HIRTY-TWO five-men teams, including the four strongest 
fives in St. Louis, bowled in the opening games of the annual 
City Tenpin -Association handicap on the De Soto Alleys 


Sunday night. 


The De Soto Stars, scratch team in the tournament, hung up 


the best scratch score, 2795. 
De Soto No. 


The mark was second in the list, the 
1 team getting 2748 pins, which, ineluding a 66-pin 


handicap, gave the team a total of 2814, the highest mark of the 


evening. 

Probably the largest crowd that ever 
witnessed a tenpin tournament in the 
city watched the bowlers. Every inch 


of space about the alleys was occupied 
by spectators and almost as many more 
tried to get a glimpse of the matches 
and left when they failed. 

All Alleys are Busy. 

All of the 18 alleys were used, the first 
squad of 18 teams starting in at 7:30 
o'clock and the second squad at 9:30. 
In all 116 five-men teams are entered 
for the tournament. The individual and 
two-men competition also drew out 
equally as many entries. 

The tournament matches’ will be 
bowled every evening until Jan, 12. The 
best scores. for three games will de- 
cide the winners. Prizes are offered for 
the best scratch scores as well as the 
best handicap totals. 

While it is thought that the 27% 
acore of the De Soto Stars will stand 
for best scratch score during the tour- 
nament, it is expected that the De Soto 
No. 1's mark for the handicap competi- 
tion will be beaten. None of the teams 
did as well as expected. The new pins, 
lack of preliminary practice, which was 
prohibited, and the fact that the men 
were bowling in a championship tourna 
ment and before such a large crowd, 
had a great deal to do with the compar- 
atively low scores. 

New Pins a Bother. 

The new pins were extremely hard 
to drop. Time after time the bowlers 
would crack the head pin in what ap- 
peared to be perfect form for a strike, 
only to get a split. The pins also haa 
a habit of rocking and finally settling 
back without falling that drove some 
of the bowlers almost wild. 

The De Soto Stars, Palace, Hyde 
Parks and Witter-Christens, the four 
strongest teams in the city, all bowled 
- Sunday night. The Stars are scratch. 
The Palace team is allowed 3 pins hand- 
icap per game: the Witter-Christens,. 15 
pins per game, and the Hyde Parks, 1‘ 


pins per game. The Stars bowled in 
the opening squad. 


Billy Barron’s great work gave Capt. 
Vandewater’s bunch a mark that is sure 
to get some of the prize money. Bar- 
ron averaged 2091-3; His games were 
201, 192, 235. This was the best individual 
score of the evening. The Stars’ games 
were 856, 937, 1002. 

The Palace team was a disappoint- 
ment. All of the men seeined unable to 
make connections with the head pin in 
their accustomed form. The team also 
had considerable hard luck in receiving 
splits on what should have been strikes. 
Including the handicap of three pins per 
game the Palace team’s mark was 2590. 
Jules Schmitt, scratch man for the in- 
dividual tournament and captain of the 
Palace team, secured but 525 pins. 


Witter Christens Start Well. 


The Witter Christens started out like 
champions with a 954 game. Con Fuer- 
man got 220 in the opening game and 
would have done better if, he had luck 
with him. After making four strikes 
in a row he cracked into the “big 
four” split. In the second game the 
Witter Christens slowed down to 871 
and weakened further in the third when 
848 pins was the total. Including han- 
dicap, 2673 was the total registered. 

Fred Langenberg’s Hyde Parks did 
good work. Iicluding the 1S pins handi- 
cap per game the team secured a total 
of 2726 pins. Beshore did the best work 
with a total of 601 pins. Langenberg 
Zot 558. 

Syssler was the star for the De Soto 
No. 1 team, which is now out in the 
lead. His average was 2081-3. The De 
Soto No. 1 team started off in wonder- 
ful style. Syssler sent over 234 pins, 
While ‘“‘Pudgy”’ Bell was a'so Johnny on 
the spot with a 201 game. As a result 
the No. 1 team got 100 pins, including 
handicap.
